REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 

Favorable reconsideration of this application, as presently amended and in light of the 
following discussion, is respectfully requested. 

Claims 4-8, 14-19 and 23-27 are pending, with Claims 4, 5, 14 and 19 amended by the 
present amendment. 

In the Official Action, the Information Disclosure Statement (IDS) of January 8, 2004 
was indicated as not complying with 37 C.F.R. §1. 98(a)(2); Claims 4-8, 14-19 and 23-27 
were rejected under 35 U.S.C. §101 ; and Claims 4-8, 14-19 and 23-27 were indicated as 
containing allowable subject matter. 

Applicants acknowledge with appreciation the indication of allowable subject matter. 

Applicants acknowledge with appreciation the telephone discussion between the 
Examiner and Applicants' representative on July 27, 2007. During the telephone discussion, 
the present amendment was discussed. The Examiner indicated that the present amendment 
overcame the outstanding rejection under 35 U.S.C. §101. 

Claims 4, 5, 14 and 19 are amended as discussed during the telephone discussion of 
July 27, 2007, and in response to the rejection under 35 U.S.C. §101 . Support for this 
amendment is found in applicant's originally filed specification. 1 No new matter is added. 

Regarding the IDS, Applicants filed the reference in question in parent application 
09/658,565 on April 3, 2003. For the Examiner's convenience, a substitute copy of the 
reference is filed herewith, along with a copy of the IDS as initialed by the Examiner of the 
parent application.
